Much matter is tendered in comparatively small space, 
necessitating condensation throughout the entire work;

So dear I love him that with him all deaths 
I could endure, without him live no life." 

So saying, from the Tree her step she turned. 

To him she hasted; in her face excuse 

Came prologue, and apology to prompt, 

Which, with bland words at will, she thus addressed:- 

"Hast thou not wondered, Adam, at my stay? 

Thee I have missed, and thought it long, deprived 

Thy presence — agony of love till now 

Not felt nor shall be twice; for never more 

Mean I to try,. what rash untried I sought 

The pain of absence from thy sight But strange 

Hath been the cause, and wonderful to hear. 

This Tree is not as we are told, a Tree 

Of danger tasted, nor to evil unknown 

Opening the way, but of divine effect 

To open eyes, and make them Gods who taste; 

And hath been tasted such. The Serpent wise. 

Or not restrained as we, or not obeying, 

Hath eaten of the Fruit, and is become 

Not dead, as we are threatened, but thenceforth 

Endued with human voice and human sense. 

Reasoning to admiration, and with me 

Persuasively hath so prevailed that I 

Have also tasted, and have also found 

The effects to correspond— opener mine eyes, 

Dim erst dilated spirits, ampler heart, 

And growing up to Godhead; which for thee 

Chiefly I sought, without thee can despise. 
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For not he who commendeth himself, is approved, bat 
he whom God commendeth. 

Thou hast forgotten the God of thy salvation, and the 
rock of thy strength thoa hast not remembered. 

The leaders of this people canse them to err ; and they 
that are led of them are destroyed. 

They be blind leaders of the blind. And if the blind 
lead the blind, both shall fall into the ditch. 

Great men are not always wise. 

Let not the wise glorify himself in his wisdom, neither 
let the mighty man glorify himself in his might 

The king is not saved by a great army: nor shall the 
giant be saved by his own great strength. 

The race is not to the swift, nor the battle to the strong. 

Except the Lord keep the city, the watchman waketh 
but in vain. 

Some trust in chariots, and some in horses. 

The kings of the earth set themselves, and the rnlers 
take counsel together, against the Lord. 

Her princes in her midst are like wolves that tear in 
pieces the prey, to shed blood, to destroy souls, in order to 
obtain selfish gain. 

There is no wisdom nor understanding nor counsel 
against the Lord. 

Why dost thou strive against him? 

He shall break in pieces mighty men without number, 
and set others in their stead. 

The Lord saveth not through sword and spear. 
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For bliss, as thou hast part, to me Is bliss; 
Tedious, unshared with thee, and odious soon. 
Thou, therefore, also taste, that equal lot 
May Join us, equal Joy, as equal love; 
Lest, thou not tasting, different degree 
Disjoin us, and I then too late renounce 
Deity for thee, when fate will not permit" 

Thus Eye with oountenance blithe her story told; 
But in her cheek distemper flushing glowed. 

On the other side, Adam, soon as he had heard 

The fatal trespass done by Eve, amazed, 

Astonied stood and blank, while horror chUl 

Ran through his veins, and all his Joints relaxed.

Certain my resolution is to die. 

How can I live without thee? how forego 

Thy sweet converse, and love so dearly Joined,

Should God create another Eve, and I 

Another rib afford, yet loss of thee 

Would never from my heart No, no! I feel 

The link of nature draw me: flesh of flesh. 

Bone of my bone thou art, and from thy state 

Mine never shall be parted, bliss or woe." 

So having said, as one froqa sad dismay 

Recomforted, and, after thoughts disturbed. 

Submitting to what seemed remediless. 

Thus in calm mood his words to Eve he turned: — 

"Bold deed thou hast presumed, adventurous Eve, 

And peril great provoked, who thus hast dared 

Had it been only coveting to eye 

That sacred Food, sacred to abstinence; 

Much more to taste it, under ban to touch. 

But past who can recall, or done undo? 

Nor can I think that God, Creator wise, 
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Darts are counted as stubble : he laugheth at the shak- 
ing of. a spear. 

Sin is a reproach to any people.

And I will stop the arrogance of the presumptuous, and 
the haughtiness of the tyrants will I humble. 

For he that is higher than the highest regardeth. 

Hearken unto me, ye stout of heart, that are far from 
righteousness : 

Ood is the king of all the earth. 

There is no power but of God. 

Thou hast trusted in thy wickedness, and hast said: 
There is none that seeth me. 

Do ye judge uprightly, O ye sons of men? 

Why dost thou judge thy brother? or why dost thou 
set at nought thy brother? 

He that is without sin among you, let him first cast a 
stone. 

For whosoever shall keep the whole law, and yet offend 
in one point, he is guilty of all. 

And thinkest thou this, O man, that judgest them who 
do such things, and dost the same, that thou shalt escape 
the judgment of God? 

Physician, heal thyself. 

And why beholdest thou the mote that is in thy 
brother's eye, but perceivest not the beam that is in thine 
own eye? 
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Though threatening, will in earnest bo destroy 

Us, his prime creatures, dignified so higtu 

Set over all his works; which, in our fali. 

For us created, needs with us must fail, 

Dependent made. So God shall uncreate. 

Be frustrate, do, undo, and labour lose — 

Not well conceived of Ck>d; who, though his power 

Creation could r^;»eat, yet would be loth 

Us to abolish, lest the Adyersary 

Triumph and say: 'Fickle their state whom God 

Most favours; who can please him long? Me first 

He ruined, now Mankind; whom will he next?* — 

Matter of scorn not to be given the Foe. 

However, I with thee have fixed my lot, 

Certain to undergo like doom. If death 

Consort with thee, death is to me as life; 

So forcible within my heart I feel 

The bond of Nature draw me to my own — 

My own in thee; for what thou art is mine. 

Our state cannot be severed; we are one. 

One flesh; to lose thee were to lose myself.** 

So saying, she embraced him, and for Joy 

Tenderly wept, much won that he his love 

Had so ennobled as of choice to incur 

Divine displeasure for her sake, or death. 

In recompense (for such compliance bad 

Such recompense best merits), from the bough 

She gave him of that fair enticing Fruit

Many have fallen by the edge of the sword, but not so 
many as have perished by their own tongue. 

He that speaketh unjust things cannot be hid. 

Refrain your tongue from detraction: the mouth that 
belieth killeth the soul. 
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"Where art thou, Adam, wont with joj to meet 
My coming, seen far off? I miss thee here, 
Not pleased thns entertained, with solitude, 
Where obyious duty erewhile appeared unsought

To whom sad Eve, with shame nigh overwhelmed, 
Oonfessing soon, yet not before her Judge 



Where no wood is, there the fire goeth out: so where 
there is no talebearer, the strife ceaseth. 

A perverse man scattereth strife; and a whisperer sepa- 
rateth confident friends. ^ 

O full of all subtilty and all mischief, thou child of 
the devil, thou enemy of all righteousness, wilt thou not 
cease to pervert the right ways of the Lord? 

As char-coals are added to burning coals, and wood to 
fire : so is a contentious man fitted to enkindle a dispute. 

He that repeateth a matter separateth very friends. 

Be not a hypocrite in the sight of men, and let not thy 
lips be a stumblingblock to thee. 

Woe to them that are of a double heart, and to the 
sinner that goeth on the earth two ways. 

The talebearer shall defile his own soul, and shall be 
hated by all. 

Whoso diggeth a pit shall fall therein: and he that 
rolleth a stone, it will return upon him. 

Behold, how great a matter a little fire kindleth! 

If any man among you seem to be religious, and bridleth 
not his tongue, but deceiveth his own heart, this man's 
religion is vain. 

The corruptible body is a load upon the soul. 

And the tongue is a fire, a world of iniquity: and it 
is set on fire of hell. 

It is an unruly evil, full of deadly poison. 

Let no man deceive himself. ^ 

Whatsoever things you have spoken* in darkness, shall 
be published in the light. 
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Bold or loquadous, thus abashed replied: — 
'The Serpent me beguiled, and I did eat" 

Which when the Lord God heard, without delay 

To Judgment he proceeded on the accused 

Serpent, though brute, unable to transfer 

The guilt on him who made him instrument 

Of mischief, and polluted from the end 

Of his creation — ^Justly then accursed. 

As vitiated in nature. More to know 

Ck)ncemed not Man (since he no further knew), 

Nor altered his offence; yet Gfod at last 

To Satan, first in sin, his doom applied. 

Though in mysterious terms. Judged as then best; 

And on the Serpent thus his curse let fall: — 

"Because thou hast done this, thou art accursed 

Above all cattle, each beast of the field; 

Upon thy belly grovelling thou shalt go. 

And dust shalt eat all the days of thy life. 

Between thee and the Woman I will put

Her seed shall bruise thy head, thou bruise his heel. 

And to the Woman thus his sentence turned : —

Before him naked to the air, that now 
Must suffer change, disdained not to begin 
Thenceforth the form of servant to assume.

Why do you not rather take wrong? Why do you not 
rather suffer yourselves to be defrauded? 

But you do wrong and defraud, and that to your 

brethren. 

If ye forgive not men their trespasses, neither will 
your Father forgive your trespasses. 

Proud and haughty scorner is his name, who dealeth 
in proud wrath. 

He that hath no rule over his own spirit is like a cily 
that is broken down, and without walls. 

Wrath is cruel, and anger is outrageous. 

A man of anger stirreth up strife; and a man of fury 
aboundeth in transgression. 
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Or, as the snake, with youthful coat repaid; 

And thought not much to clothe his enemies. 

Nor he their outward only with the skins 

Of beasts, but Inward nakedness, much more 

Opprobrious, with his robe of righteousness 

Arraying, covered from his Father's sight 

To him with swift ascent he up returned. 

Into his blissful bosom reassumed 

In glory as of old; to him, appeased. 

All, though all-knowing, what had passed with Man 

Recounted, mixing intercession sweet 

Discord first. 
Daughter of Sin, among the irrational 
Death introduced through fierce antipathy. 
Beast now with beast 'gan war, and fowl with fowl, 
And fish with fish. To graze the herb all leaving 
Devoured each other; nor stood much in awe 
Of Man, but fied him, or with countenance grim 
Glared on him passing. These were from without 
The growing miseries; which Adam saw 
Already in part, though hid in gloomiest shade, 
To sorrow abandoned, but worse felt within.

Watering the ground, and with our sighs the air

For acting wickedly against the laws of Ood doth not 
pass unpunished. 

Where the Spirit of the Lord is, there is liberty. 
They that love him, shall be filled with his law. 

Ye have not hearkened unto me, in proclaiming liberty, 
every one to his brother, and every man to his neighbour.

He that hateth his brother is in darkness, and walketh 
in darkness, and knoweth not whither he goeth, because 
the darkness hath blinded his eyes.

Frequentiiig, sent from hearts contrite, In sign 
Of sorrow unfeigned and humiliation meek? 
Undoubtedly he will relent, and turn 
From his displeasure, in whose look serene, 
When angry most he seemed and most severe, 
What else but favour, grace, and mercy shon?" 

So spake our father penitent ; nor Bve 
Felt less remors& 

To Heaven their prayers 
Flew up, nor missed the way, by envious winds 
Blown vagabond or frustrate: in they passed 
Dlmensionless through heavenly doors; then, dad 
With incense, where the Golden Altar fumed. 
By their great Intercessor, came in sight 
Before the Father's Throne. Them the glad Son 
Presenting thus to Intercede began: — 
'*See, Father, what first-fruits on Earth are sprung 
From thy implanted grace in Man — ^these sighs 
And prayers, which in this golden censer, mixed 
With incense, I, thy priest, before thee bring; 
Fruits of more pleasing savour, from thy seed 
Sown with contrition in his heart, than those 
Which, his own hand manuring, all the trees 
Of Paradise could have produced, ere fallen 
From innocence. Now, therefore, bend thine ear

Unskilful with what words to pray, let me 
Interpret for him, me his Advocate

Made one with me, as I with thee am one." 

To whom the Father, without doud, serene: — 
"All thy request for Man, accepted Son, 
Obtain; all thy request was my decree. 
But longer in that Paradise to dwell 
The law I gave to Nature him forbids; 
Those pure immortal elements, that know 
No gross, no unharmonious mixture foul, 
Eject him, tainted now, and purge him off. 
As a distemper, gross, to air as gross. 
And mortal food, as may dispose him best 
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-Thou haat gone and made thee other gods, and hast 
cast me behind thy back. 

A man cannot receive any thing, unless it be given him 
from heaven. 

There is that maketh himself rich, yet hath nothing: 
there is that maketh himself poor, yet hath great riches. 

Better is the little that the righteous hath, than the 
great riches of many wicked. 

Unhappy are they, and their hope is among the dead, 
who have called gods the works of the hands of men, gold 
and silver. 

Oh, this people hath sinned a great sin, and th^ have 
made themselves gods of gold. 

For from the least of them even unto the greatest of 
them every one is given to covetousness. 

Ye have sown much, and bring in little ; ye eat, but it 
doth not satisfy hunger ; ye drink, but it doth not appease 
thirst; ye clothe yourselves, but no one is warm; and he 
that earneth something earneth it for a bag with holes. 

No man can serve two masters. You cannot serve God 
and mammon. 

Seek not death in the error of your life, neither pro- 
cure ye destruction by the works of your hands. 

What shall it profit a man, if he shall gain the whole 
world, and lose his own soul? 

Or what shall a man give in exchange for his soul? 

He shall not be enriched, neither shall his substance 
continue. 

Though he heap up silver as the dust, and prepare 
raiment as the clay; 
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For dissolution wrought by sin, that first 

Distempered all things, and of incorrupt 

Corrupted. I, at first, with two fair gifts 

Created him endowed — with Happiness 

And Inmiortallty ; that fondly lost. 

This other served but to eternize woe, 

Till I provided Death: so Death becomes 

His final remedy, and, after life 

Tried in sharp tribulation, and refined 

By faith and faithful works, to second life, 

Waked in the renovation of the just. 

Resigns him up with Heaven and Earth renewed. 

Like one of us Man is become 
To know both Qood and Bvll, since his taste 
Of that defended Fruit; but let him boast 
His knowledge of good lost and evil got, 
Happier had it sufliced him to have known 
Good by Itself and evil not at alL 
He sorrows now, repents, and prays contrite — 
My motions In him; longer than they move, 
His heart I know how variable and vain, 
Self-left Lest, therefore, his now bolder hand 
Reach also of the Tree of Life, and eat. 
And live for ever, dream at least to live 
For ever, to remove him I decree, 
And send him from the Garden forth, to till 
The ground whence he was taken, fitter soil. 
Michael, this my behest have thou in charge: 
Take to thee from among the Cherubim 
Thy choice of flaming warriors, lest the Fiend, 
Or in behalf of Man, or to Invade 
Vacant possession, some new trouble raise; 
Haste thee, and from the Paradise of God 
Without remorse drive out the sinful pair. 
If patiently thy bidding they obey, 
Difioniss them not disconsolate; reveal 
To Adam what shall come in future days, 
As I shall thee enlighten; intermix 
My covenant In the Woman's seed renewed. 
So send them forth, though sorrowing, yet In peace; 
And on the east side of the Garden place. 
Where entrance up from Eden easiest climbs, 
Cherubic watch, and of a Sword the fiame 
Wide-waving, all approach far oft to fright, 
And guard all passage to the Tree of Life; 
I^est Paradise a receptftcle prove 
To Spirits foul, and all my trees their prey. 
With whose stolen fruit Man once more to delude." 

He ended: and the Archangel soon drew nigh. 
Adnm bowed low; he, kingly, from his state 
Inclined not, but his coming thus declared: — 
"Adam, Heaven's high behest no preface needs. 
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He may prepare it, but the just shall put it on, and 
the innocent shall divide the silver.

Lo^ this is the man that made not Ood his fortress;

He that maketh haste to be rich will not go unpunished. 

Thy money perish with thee, because thou hast thought 
that the gift of Ood may be purchased with money. 

He that is eager for wealth is a man of an evil eye, and 
he knoweth not that want will come upon him. 

Wilt thou set thine eyes upon that which is not? 

For riches are not for ever. 

He that is greedy of gain troubleth his own house. 

He that trusteth in his riches will surely fall. 

For they that will become rich, fall into temptation, 
and into the snare of the devil, and into many unprofitable 
and hurtful desires, which drown men into destruction and 
perdition. 

For the love of money is the root of all evil: which 
while some coveted after, they have erred from the faith, 
and pierced themselves through with many sorrows. 

Prayer is good with fasting and alms more than to lay 
up treaaures of gold. 

For alms delivereth from death, and the same is that 
which purgeth away sins, and maketh to find mercy and 
life everlaisting. 
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Sufficient that thy prayers are heard, and Death, 
Then due by sentence when thou didst trans^ess, 
Defeated of his seizure many days, 
Given thee of grace, wherein thou may'st repent. 
And one bad act with many deeds well done 
May'st cover. Well may then thy Lord, appeased, 
Redeem thee quite from Death's rapacious claim; 
But longer in this Paradise to dwell 
Permits not To remove thee I am come, 
And send thee from the Garden forth, to till 
The ground whence thou wast taken, fitter soil." 

He added not; for Adam, at the news 
Heart-strook, with chilling gripe of sorrow stood. 
That all his senses bound; Eve, who unseen 
Yet all had heard, with audible lament 
Discovered soon the place of her retire:— 
*'0 unexpected stroke, worse than of Death! 
Must I thus leave thee, Paradise? thus leave 
Thee, native soil? these happy walks and shades. 
Fit haunt of Gods, where I had hope to spend, 
Quiet, though sad, the respite of that day 
That must be mortal to us both? O fiowers, 
That never will in other climate grow.

Your tribes, and water from the ambrosial fount? 
Thee, lastly, nuptial bower, by me adorned

How shall I part, and whither wander down 
Into a lower world, to this obscure 
And wild? How shall we breathe in other air 
Less pure, accustomed to immortal fruits?" 

Whom thus the Angel interrupted mild: — 
"Lament not, Eve, but patiently resign 
What Justly thou hast lost; nor set thy heart, 
Thus over-fond, on that which is not thine. 
Thy going is not lonely: with thee goes 
Thy husband; him to follow thou art bound; 
Where he abides, think there thy native soil." 

Adam, by this from the cold sudden damp 
Recovering, and his scattered spirits returned. 
To Michael thus his humble words addressed: — 
"Celestial, whether among the Thrones, or named 
Of them the highest — for such of shape may seem 
Prince above princes — gently hast thou told

So are the paths of every one that is greedy after un- 
lawful gain ; it taketh away the life of those that own it.

Thou hast sent widows away empty, and the arms of 
the fatherless thou hast broken in pieces. 

Therefore art thou surrounded with snares, and sud- 
den fear troubleth thee;

He becometh poor that dealeth with a slack hand. 

He who soweth sparingly, shall also reap sparingly. 

Have all the workers of iniquity no knowledge? who 
eat up my people as they eat bread? 

Whoso stoppeth his ears against the cry of the poor, 
he also will cry himself, but shall not be answered. 

What mean ye that ye beat my people to pieces, and 
grind the faces of the poor? 

For their redeemer is strong; he will indeed plead 
their cause with thee. 

He hath shewed thee, O man, what is good ; and what 
doth the Lord require of thee, but to do justly, and to love 
mercy, and to walk humbly with thy God? 
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Of sorrow, and dejection, and despair, 

Our frailty can sustain, thy tidings bring — 

Departure from this happy place, our sweet 

Recess, and only consolation left 

Familiar to our eyes; all places else 

Inhospitable appear, and desolate. 

Nor knowing us, nor known. And, if by prayer 

Incessant I could hope to change the will 

Of Him who all things can, I would not cease 

To weary him with my assiduous cries; 

But prayer against his absolute decree 

No more avails than breath against the wind, 

Blown stifling back on him that breathes it forth: 

Therefore to his great bidding I submit. 

Tills most afflicts me — ^that, departing hence, 

As from his face I shall be hid, deprived 

His blessM countenance. Here I could frequent. 

With worship, place by place where he voutsafed 

Presence Divine, and to my sons relate, 

'On this mount He appeared; under this tree 

Stood visible; among these pines His voice 

I heard; here with Him at this fountain talked.' 

In yonder nether world where shall I seek 

His bright appearances, or footstep trace?*' 

To whom thus Michael, with regard benign: — 

'*Adam, thou know'st Heaven his, and all the Barth, 

Not this rock only; his omnipresence fills 

Land, sea, and air, and every kind that lives. 

Fomented b^ his virtual power and warmed. 

All the Earth he gave thee to possess and rule. 

No despicable gift; surmise not, then. 

His presence to these narrow bounds confined 

Of Paradise or Eden. This had been 

Perhaps thy capital seat, from whence had spread 

All generations, and had hither come. 

From all the ends of the Earth, to celebrate 

And reverence thee their great progenitor.

To thee and to thy offspring. Good with bad 

Expect to hear, supernal grace contending 

With sinfulness of men — thereby to learn 

True patience, and to temper Joy with fear 
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But ye have despised the poor. 

He is thy brother. 

He therefore that despiseth^ despiseth not man^ but 
God. 

Wherefore hast thou despised the word of the Lord to 
do what is evil in his eyes? 

My house shall be called the house of prayer ; but you 
have made it a den of thieves. 

Thy eyes and thy heart are directed on nothing but 
upon thy own gain^ and upon innocent blood to shed it> 
and upon oppression, and upon extortion, to practise them.

Through the sweeping rain of the mountains are they 
made wet, and for want of a shelter do they embrace the 
rock. 

They cause him to go naked without clothing, and they 
take away the sheaf from the hungry. 

Better is the poor that walketh in his integrity, than 
he that is perverse in his ways, though he be rich. 

Wo unto him that buildeth his house by unrighteous- 
ness, and his chambers by injustice. 



And pious sorrow, equally inured 

By moderation either state to bear, j 

Prosperous or adverse: so shalt thou lead 

Safest thy life, and best prepared endure | 

Thy mortal passage when it comes. Ascend | 

This hill; let Eve (for I have drenched her ejes) 

Here sleep below while thou to foresight wak'st. 

As once thou slep*st while she to life was formed." 



To whom thus Adam gratefully replied: — 

"Ascend; I follow thee, safe Guide, the path 

Thou lead'st me, and to the hand of Heaven submit. 

However chastening — to the evil turn 

My obvious breast, arming to overcome 

By suffering, and earn rest from labour won, 

If so I may attain." So both ascend 

In the Visions of God. It was a hill, 

Of Paradise the highest, from whose top

O ye sons of men, how long will ye turn my glory into 
shame?

Inhumanly to men, and multiply 

Ten thousandfold the sin of him who slew 

His brother; for of whom such massacre 

Make they but of their brethren, men of men?' 
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To whom Michael thus, he also moved, replied: — 
"To overcome in battle, and subdue 
Nations, and bring home spoils with infinite 
Manslaughter, shall be held the highest pitch 
Of human glory, and, for glory done, 
Of triumph to be styled great conquerors.

know that it is not the growing of fruits that nourisheth 
men, but thy word preserveth them that believe in thee. 

Forasmuch then as we are the offspring of God, we 
ought not to think that the Godhead is like unto gold, or 
silver, or stone, graven by art and man's device.

For though we walk in the flesh, we do not war ac- 
cording to the flesh; 

For the weapons of our warfare are not carnal, but 
mighty through God to the pulling down of strong holds ; 

Casting down imaginations, and eveiy high thing that 
exalteth itself against the knowledge of God, and bring- 
ing into captivity every thought to the obedience of 
Christ. 

Nay, in all these things we are more than conquerors 
through him that loved us. 

For I am sure that neither death, nor life, nor angels, 
nor principalities, nor powers, nor things present, nor 
things to come, nor might, 
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Now had the great Proclaimer, with a Yoloe 
More awful than the sound of trumpet, cried 
Repentance, and Heaven's kingdom nigh at hand 
To all baptized. To his great baptism flocked 
With awe the regions round, and with them came 
From Nazareth the son of Joseph deemed 
To the flood Jordan — came as then obscure. 
Unmarked, unknown. But him the Baptist soon 
Descried, divinely warned, and witness bore 
As to his worthier, and would have resigned 
To him his heavenly office. Nor was long 
His witness unconfirmed: on him baptized 
Heaven opened, and in likeness of a Dove 
The Spirit descended, while the Father's voice

For this is the message that ye heard from the he- 
ginning, that we should love one another. 

Not as Cain, who was of the wicked one, and killed 
Ids brother. 

And wherefore did he kill him? Because his own 
works were wicked: and his brother's just. 

In this we know that we love the children of God: 
when we love God, and keep his commandments. 
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Before him a great Prophet, to proclaim 

His coming, is sent harbinger, who all 

Invites, and in the consecrated stream 

Pretends to wash off sin, and fit them so 

Purified to receive him pure, or rather 

To do him honour as their King. All come. 

And he himself among them was baptized — 

Not thence to be more pure, but to receive 

The testimony of Heaven, that who he is 

Thenceforth the nations may not doubt I saw 

The Prophet do him reverence; on him, rising 

Out of the water, Heaven above the clouds 

Unfold her crystal doors; thence on his head 

A perfet Dove descend (whatever it meant) ; 

And out of Heaven the sovraign voice I heard. 

This is my Son beloved, — in him am pleased.' 

His mother, then, is mortal, but his Sire 

He who obtains the monarchy of Heaven; 

And what will He not do to advance his Son? 

His first-begot we know, and sore have felt, 

When his fierce thunder. drove us to the Deep; 

Who this is we must learn, for Man he seems 

In all his lineaments, though in his face

The mountain of the Lord's house shall be firmly 
established on the top of the mountains, and shall be 
exalted above the hUls; and unto it shall flow all the 
nations. 

And many people shall go and say. Come ye, and let 
us go up to the mountain of the Lord, to the house of 
the Ood of Jacob; and he will teach us of his ways, and 
we will walk in his paths: 

And he shall judge among the nations, and shall re- 
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And with fair speech these words to him addressed: — 

"With granted leave officious I return, 

But much more wonder that the Son of Qod 

In this wild solitude so long should bide, 

Of all things destitute, and, well I know. 

Not without hunger. Others of some note. 

As story tells, have trod this wilderness: 

The fugitive Bond-woman, with her son. 

Outcast Nebaidth, yet found here relief 

By a providing Angel ; all the race 

Of Israel here had famished, had not God 

Rained from heaven manna; and that Prophet bold. 

Native of Thebez, wandering here, was fed 

Twice by a voice inviting him to eat 

Of thee these forty days none hath regard, 

Forty and more deserted here indeed." 

To whom thus Jesus: — "What conclud'st thou hence? 
They all had need; I, as thou seest, have none." 

"How hast thou hunger then?" Satan replied. 

*^ell me, if food were now before thee set, 

Wouldst thou not eat?" "Thereafter as I like 

The giver," answered Jesus. "Why should that 

Cause thy refusal?" said the subtle Elend. 

"Hast thou not right to all created things? 

Owe not all creatures, by just right, to thee 

Duty and service, nor to stay till bid. 

But tender all their power? Nor mention I 

Meats by the law unclean, or offered first 

To idols — ^those young Daniel could refuse; 

Nor proffered by an enemy — ^though who 

Would scruple that, with want oppressed? Behold, 

Nature ashamed, or, better to express, 

Troubled, that thou shouldst hunger, hath purveyed 

From all the elements her choicest store, 

To treat thee as beseems, and as her Lord 

With honour. Only deign to sit and eat" 

He spake no dream; for, as his words had end. 
Our Saviour, lifting up his eyes, beheld. 
In ample space under the broadest shade, 
A table richly spread in regal mode, 
With dishes piled and meats of noblest sort 
And savour — beasts of chase, or fowl of game. 
In pastry built, or from the spit or boiled, 
Grisamber-steamed ; all fish, from sea or shore. 
Freshet or purling brook, of shell or fin. 
And exquisitest name, for which was drained 
Pontus, and Lucrlne bay, and Afric coast 
Alas! how simple, to these cates compared. 
Was that crude Apple that diverted Bve! 
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bake many people: and they shall beat their swords into 
plowshares, and their spears into pruninghooks : nation 
shall not lift np sword against nation, neither shall they 
learn war any more. 

I will break the bow and the sword and the battle out 
of the earth. 

Ye shall not see the sword, neither shall ye have 
famine; but a permanent peace will I give you in this 
place. 

Then will I turn to the people a pure language, that 
they may all call upon the name of the Lord, to serve 
him with one consent. 

And men shall worship Mm, every one from his place, 
even all the isles of the heathen. 

I will say: Thou art my people: and they shall say: 
The Lord is my God. 

And the Lord shall be king over all the earth : in that 
day shall there be one Lord, and his name shall be one.

Under tlie trees now tripped, now solemn stood. 

Nymphs of Diana's train, and Naiades 

With fmite and flowers from Amalthea's horn. 

And ladies of the Hesperldes, that seemed 

Fairer than feigned of old, or fabled since 

Of faery damsels met in forest wide 

By knighta of Logres, or of Lyones, 

Lancelot, or Pelleas, or Pellenore. 

And all the while harmonious airs were heard 

Of chiming strings or charming pipes; and winds 

Of gentlest gale Arabian odonrs fanned 

From their soft wings, and Flora's earliest smells. 

Such was the splendour; and the Tempter now 

His invitation earnestly renewed: — 

''What donbto the Son of Ck>d to sit and eat? 

These are not fmite forbidden; no interdict 

Defends the touching of these viands pure; 

Their taste no knowledge works, at least of evil. 

But life preserves, destroys life's enemy. 

Hunger, with sweet restorative delight 

All these are Spirite of air, and woods, and springs, 

Thy gentle ministers, who come to pay 

Thee homage, and acknowledge thee their Lord. 

What doubt'st thou, Son of €k>d? Sit down and eat 

To whom thus Jesus temperately replied: — 

"Said'st thou not that to all things I bad right? 

And who withholds my power that right to use? 

Shall I receive by gift what of my own, 

When and where likes me best, I can command? 

I can at will, doubt not as soon as thou, 

Command a table in this wilderness. 

And call swift flighte of Angels ministrant. 

Arrayed in glory, on my cup to attend: 

Why shonldst thou, then, obtrude this diligence 

In vain, where no acceptance it can find? 

And with my hunger what hast thou to do? 

Thy pompous delicacies I contemn. 

And count thy specious gifts no gifte, but guiles." 

To whom thus answered Satan, malecontent: — 

"That I have also power to give thou seest; 

If of that power I bring thee voluntary 

What I might have bestowed on whom I pleased. 

And rather opportunely in this place 

Chose to impart to thy apparent need, 

Why shonldst thou not accept it? But I see 
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his idols of gold, which they made each one for himself 
to worship, to the moles and to the bats. 

And I will give you a new heart. 

And I will put my spirit within you, and cause you 
to walk in my statutes, and ye shall keep my judgments, 
and do them. 

And you shall dwell in the land which I gave to your 
fathers, and you shall be my people, and I will be your 
God. 

Behold, thy King cometh unto thee. 

Whose fan is in his hand, and he will throughly purge 
his floor, and gather his wheat into the garner; but he 
will burn up the chaff with unquenchable fire. 

I will make the land of Egypt utterly waste and 
desolate. 

The foot of man shall not pass through it. 

And the spirit of Egypt shall fail in the midst thereof. 

And I will pour my fury upon Sin, the strength of 
Egypt ; and I will cut off the multitude of No. 

Sin shall have great pain, and No shall be rent 
asunder. 

And Babylon, the glory of kingdoms, the beauty of 
the Chaldees' excellency, shall be as when God overthrew 
Sodom and Gomorrah. 

For every purpose of the Lord shall be performed 
against Babylon, to make the land of Babylon a desola- 
tion without an inhabitant. 

Thus shall Babylon sink, and she shall not rise up 
from the affliction that I will bring upon her. 
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What I can do or offer is suspect 

Of these things others quickly will dispose, 

Whose pains have earned the far-fet spoiL" With that 

Both tahle and provision vanished qnite. 

With sonnd of liarpies' wings and talons heard; 

Only the impdrtnne Tempter still remained. 

And with these words his temptation pursued: — 

"By hunger, tliat each other creature tames. 

Thou art not to be harmed, therefore not moved; 

Thy temperance, invincible besides. 

For no allurement yields to appetite; 

And all thy heart is set on high designs. 

High action& But wherewith to be achieved? 

Great acts require great means of enterprise; 

Thou art unknown, unfriended, low of birth, 

A carpenter thy father known, thyself 

Bred up in poverty and straits at home, 

Lost in a desert here and hunger-bit 

Which way, or from what hope, dost thou aspire 

To greatness? whence authority deriv'st? 

What followers, what retlntie canst thou gain. 

Or at thy heels the dizzy multitude. 

Longer than thou canst feed them on thy cost? 

Money brings honour, friends, conquest, and realms. 

What raised Antipater the Edomite, 

And his son Herod placed on Juda's throne, 

Thu throne, but gold, that got him puissant friends? 

Therefore, if at great things thou wouldst arrive, 

Get riches first, get wealth, and treasure heap — 

Not difficult, if thou hearken to me. 

Riches are mine, fortune is in my hand; 

They whom I favour thrive in wealth amain. 

While virtue, valour, wisdom, sit in want" 

To whom thus Jesus patiently replied: — 

Tet wealth without these three is impotent 

To gain dominion, or to keep it gained — 

Witness those ancient empires of the earth. 

In highth of all their fiowing wealth dissolved; 

But men endued with these have oft attained. 

In lowest poverty, to highest deeds — 

Gideon, and Jephtha, and the shepherd lad 

Whose offspring on the throne of Juda sate 

So many ages, and shall yet regain 

That seat, and reign in Israel without end. 

Extol not riches, then, the toil of fools. 

The wise man's cumbrance, if not snare; more apt 

To slacken virtue and abate her edge 

Than prompt her to do aught may merit praise. 

What if with like aversion I reject 

Riches and realms! Yet not for that a crown, 
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In that day the Lord with his sore and great and 
strong sword shall punish leviathan the piercing serpent, 
eyen leviathan that crooked serpent; and he shall slay 
the dragon that is in the sea. 

And he will destroy in this mountain the face of the 
covering cast over all people, and the vail that is spread 
over all nations. 

And then shall that Wicked be revealed, whom the 
Lord shall consume with the spirit of his mouth, and 
shall destroy with the brightness of his coming. 

The soul that sinneth, it shall die. 

The Lord rebuke thee, O Satan! 

Sin shall be destroyed with the sinner. 

He was a murderer from the beginning, and abode not 
in the truth, because there is no truth in him. When he 
speaketh a lie, he speaketh of his own: for he is a liar, 
and the father of it. 

In this mountain shall the hand of the Lord rest. 

The last enemy that shall be destroyed is death. 

He will swallow up death in victory; and the Lord 
Ood will wipe away tears from off all faces; and the 
rebuke of his people shaU he take away from off all the 
earth. 

O death, I will be thy plagues; O grave, I will be thy 
destruction. 

And when all things shall be subdued unto him, then 
shall the Son also himself be subject unto him that put 
all things under him, that God may be all in all. 

You shall draw waters with joy out of the saviour's 
fountains. 
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€k>lden in shew, is but a wreath of thorns, 

Brings dangers, troubles, cares, and sleepless nights, 

To him who wears the regal diadem, 

When on his shoulders each man's burden lies; 

For therein stands the office of a king, 

His honour, virtue, merit, and chief praise. 

That for the public all this weight he bears. 

Yet he who reigns within himself, and rules 

Passions, desires, and fears, is more a king — 

Which every wise and virtuous man attains; 

And who attains not, ill aspires to rule 

Cities of men, or headstrong multitudes. 

Subject himself to anarchy within, 

Or lawless passions in him, which he servea 

But to guide nations in the way of truth 

By saving doctrine, and from error lead 

To know, and, knowing, worship God aright. 

Is yet more kingly. This attracts the soul. 

Governs the inner man, the nobler part; 

That other o'er the body only reigns, 

And oft by force — which to a generous mind 

So reigning can be no sincere delight. 

Besides, to give a kingdom hath been thought 

Greater and nobler done, and to lay down 

Far more magnanimous, than to assume. 

Riches are needless, then, both for themselves. 

And for thy reason why should they be sought — 

To gain a sceptre, oftest better missed." 

So spake the Son of God; and Satan stood 
A while as mute, confounded what to say, 
What to reply, confuted and convinced 
Of his weak arguing and fallacious drift; 

At length, collecting all his serpent wiles, 

With soothing words renewed, him thus accosts: — 

*'I see thou know'st what Is of use to know, 

What best to say canst say, to do canst do ; 

Thy actions to thy words accord; thy words 

To thy large heart give utterance due; thy heart 

Ck)ntains of good, wise, Just, the perfet shape. 

These godlike virtues wherefore dost thou hide? 

Affecting private life, or more obscure 

In savage wilderness, wherefore deprive 

All Earth her wonder at thy acts, thyself 

The fame and glory — glory, the reward 

That sole excites to high attempts the flame 

Of most erected spirits, most tempered pure 

iEtherenl, who all pleasures else despise, 

All treasures and all gain esteem as dross, 

And dignities and powers, all but the highest? 

Thy years are ripe, and over-ripe- The son 
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And thou shalt know no god bnt me: for there is no 
saviour beside me. 

And there shall be a tabernacle for a shadow in the 
daytime from the heat, and for a place of refuge^ and 
for a covert from storm and from rain. 

The wolf shall dwell with the lamb: and the leopard 
shall lie down with the kid: the calf and the lion, and 
the sheep shall abide together, and a little child shall 
lead them. 

And the cow and the bear shall feed; their young 
ones shall lie down together : and the lion shall eat straw 
like the ox. 

And the sucking child shall play on the hole of the 
asp : and the weaned child shall thrust his hand into the 
den of the basilisk. 

They shall not hurt nor destroy in all my holy moun- 
tain: for the earth shall be full of the knowledge of the 
Lord. 

The hour cometh, and now is, when the true wor- 
shippers shall worship the Father in spirit and in truth. 

And in this mountain shall the Lord of hosts make 
unto all people a feast of fat things. 

And I will send down the rain in its season, there 
shall be showers of blessing. 

And I will raise up for them a plant of renown, and 
they shall be no more consumed with hunger in the land. 

The tree of the field shall yield its fruit. 

For there shall be the seed of peace: the vine shall 
yield her fruit, and the earth shall give her increase, and 
the heavens shall give their dew. 
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Of Macedonian Philip had ere these 
Won Asia, and the throne of Gyms held 
At his dispose; yonng Scipio had brought down 
The Carthaginian pride; young Pompey quelled 
The Pontic king, and in tridmph bad rode. 
Yet years, and to ripe years Judgment mature, 
Quench not the thirst of glory, but augment 
Great Julius, whom now all the world admires. 
The more he grew In years, the more inflamed 
With glory, wept that he had lived so long 
Inglorious. But thou yet art not too late." 

To whom our Saviour calmly thus replied: — 

''Thou neither dost persuade me to seek wealth 

For empire's sake, nor empire to affect 

For glory's sake, by all thy argument 

For what is glory but the blaze of fame, 

The people's praise, if always praise unmixed? 

This is true glory and renown — ^when God, 

Looking on the Earth, with approbation marks 

The just man, and divulges him through Heaven 

To all his Angels, who with true applause 

Recount his praises. Thus he did to Job, 

When, to extend his fame through Heaven and Bartli, 

As thou to thy reproach may'st well remember, 

He asked thee, 'Hast thou seen my servant Job? 

Famous he was in Heaven; on Earth less known, 

Where glory is false glory, attributed 

To things not glorious, men not worthy of fame. 

They err who count it glorious to subdue 

By conquest far and wide, to overrun 

Large countries, and in field great battles win. 

Great cities by assault What do these worthies 

But rob and spoil, burn, slaughter, and enslave 

Peaceable nations, neighbouring or remote, 

Made captive, yet deserving freedom more 

Than those their conquerors, who leave behind 

Nothing but ruin wheresoe'er they rove. 

And all the flourishing works of peace destroy; 

Then swell with pride, and must be titled Gods, 

Great Benefactors of mankind. Deliverers, 

Worshipped with temple, priest, and sacrifice? 

One is the son of Jove, of Mars the other; 

Till conqueror Death discover them scarce men, 

Rowling in brutish vices, and deformed. 

Violent or shameful death their due reward. 

But, if there be in glory aught of good. 

It may by means far different be attained. 

Without ambition, war, or violence — 

By deeds of peace, by wisdom eminent. 

By patience, temperance. I mention still 

Him whom thy wrongs, with saintly patience borne, 
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And ye shall dwell in the land in safety. 

And I will give it nnto you to possess it, a land that 
floweth with milk and honey. 

The threshing of your harvest shall reach unto the 
Vintage, and the vintage shall reach unto the sowing time : 
and you shall eat your bread to the full, and dwell in your 
land without fear. 

I will give peace in your coasts: you shall sleep, and 
there shall be none to make you afraid. 

I will walk among you, and will be your God, and 
you shall be my people. 

In that day shall the deaf hear the words of the book, 
and the eyes of the blind shall see out of obscurity, and 
out of darkness. 

I wiU bring the blind by a way that they knew not; 
I will lead them in paths that they have not known: I 
will make darkness light before them, and crooked things 
straight. 

They also that erred in spirit shall come to under- 
standing, and they that murmured shall learn doctrine. 

The meek also shall increase their joy in the Lord, 
and the poor among men shall rejoice in the Holy 
One of Israel. 

None shall be weary nor stumble among them. 

As a shepherd seeketh out his flock in the day that he 
is among his sheep that are scattered; so will I seek 
out my sheep, and will deliver them out of all places 
where they have been scattered in the cloudy and dark 
day. 
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Made famous in a land and times obscure; 
Who names not now with honour patient Job? 
Poor Socrates (who next more memorable?), 
By what he taught and suffered for so doing, 
For truth's sake suffering death unjust, lives now 
Equal In fame to proudest conquerors. 
Yet, If for fame and glory aught be done, 
Aught suffered — ^If young African for fame 
His wasted country freed from Punic rage — 
The deed becomes unpralsed, the man at least. 
And loses, though but verbal, his reward. 
Shall I seek glory, then, as vain men seek. 
Oft not deserved? I seek not mine, but His 
Who sent me, and thereby witness whence I am." 

To whom the Tempter, murmuring, thus replied: — 
'Think not so slight of glory, therein least 
Resembling thy great Father. He seeks glory. 
And for his glory all things made, all things 
Orders and governs; nor content In Heaven, 
By all his Angels glorified, requires 
Glory from men, from all men, good or bad. 
Wise or unwise, no difference, no exemption. 
Above all sacrifice, or hallowed gift, 
Glory he requires, and glory he receives. 
Promiscuous from all nations, Jew, or Greek, 
Or Barbarous, nor exception hath declared; 
From us, his foes pronounced, glory he exacts." 

To whom our Saviour fervently replied: — 

''And reason; since his Word all things produced, 

Though chlefiy not for glory as prime end. 

But to shew forth his goodness, and Impart 

His good communicable to every soul 

Freely; of whom what could He less expect 

Than glory and benediction — that Is, thanks — 

The slightest, easiest, readiest recompense 

From them who could return blm nothing else, 

And, not returning that, would likeliest render 

Contempt Instead, dishonour, obloquy? 

Hard recompense, unsuitable return 

For so mudi good, so much beneficence! 

But why should man seek glory, who of his own 

Hath nothing, and to whom nothing belongs 

But condemnation. Ignominy, and shame — 

Who, for so many benefits received, 

Turned recreant to God, Ingrate and false. 

And so of all true good himself despoiled ; 

Yet, sacrilegious, to himself would take 

That which to God alone of right belongs? 

Yet so much bounty Is in God, such grace. 

That who advance his glory, not their own. 

Them he himself to glory will advance." 
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Moreover I will appoint a place for my people Israel, 
and will plant them, that they may dwell in a place of 
their own, and move no more; 

And I will bring them to their own land, and feed 
them npon the mountains of Israel by the rivers, and in 
all the inhabited places of the country. 

I will feed them in the most fruitful pastures, and 
their pastures shall be in the high mountains of Israel: 
there shall they rest on the green grass, and be fed in 
fat pastures upon the mountains of Israel. 

I myself will feed my flock, and I myself will cause 
them to lie down. 

And I will set up one shepherd over them, and he shall 
feed them. 

Then will he give the rain for thy seed, that thou 
mayest sow in the ground; and bread — the produce of 
the ground — this shall be fat and nutritious. 

And I will make with them a covenant of peace, and 
will cause the evil beasts to cease out of the land: and 
they shall dwell safely in the wilderness, and sleep in 
the woods. 

The mountains shall bring peace to the people, and 
the little hills, by righteousness. 

And it shall come to pass in that day that the Lord 
shall give thee rest from thy sorrow, and from thy fear, 
and from the hard bondage wherein thou wast made to 
serve. 

And he will do thee good, and multiply thee above thy 
fathers. 

And the Lord thy God will make thee pre-eminent in 
every work of thy hand, in the fruit of thy body, and in 
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So spake the Son of God; and here again 

Satan had not to answer, bnt stood struck 

With guilt of his own sin — ^for he himself. 

Insatiable of glory, had lost all; 

Yet of another plea bethought him soon: — 

"Of glory, as thou wilt," said he, "so deem ; 

Worth or not worth the seeking, let it pass. 

But to a Kingdom thou art bom — ordained 

To sit upon thy father David's throne, 

By mother's side thy father, though thy right 

Be now in powerful hands, that will not part 

Easily from possession won with arms. 

Judaea now and all the Promised Land, 

Reduced a province under Roman yoke. 

Obeys Tiberius, nor is always ruled 

With temperate sway; oft have they violated 

The Temple, oft the Law, with foul affronts. 

Abominations rather, as did once 

Antiochus. And think'st thou to regain 

Thy right by sitting still, or thus retiring? 

So did not Machabeus. He indeed 

Retired unto the Desert, but with arms; 

And o'er a mighty king so oft prevailed 

That by strong hand his family obtained. 

Though priests, the crown, and David's throne usurped. 

With Modln and her suburbs once content 

If kingdom move thee not, let move thee zeal 

And duty — ^Zeal and Duty are not slow, 

But on Occasion's forelock watchful wait: 

They themselves rather are occasion best — 

Zeal of thy Father's house, duty to free 

Thy country from her heathen servitude. 

So Shalt thou best fulfil, best verify, 

The Prophets old, who sung thy endless reign — 

The happier reign the sooner it begins. 

Reign then; what canst thou better do the while?" 

To whom our Saviour answer thus returned: — 

"All things are best fulfilled in their due time; 

And time there is for all things. Truth hath said. 

If of my reign Prophetic Writ hath told 

That it shall never end, so, when begin 

The Father in his purpose hath decreed — 

He in whose hand all times and seasons rowl. 

What if he hath decreed that I shall first 

Be tried in humble state, and things adverse. 

By tribulations, injuries, insults, 

Ck>ntempts, and scorns, and snares, and violence. 

Suffering, abstaining, quietly expecting 

Without distrust or doubt, that He may know 

What I can suffer, how obey? Who best 

Can suffer best can do, best reign who first 

Well hath obeyed— just trial ere I merit 
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the fruit of thy cattle^ and in the fruit of thy land, for 
good; for the Lord will again rejoice over thee for good, 
as he rejoiced over thy fathers. 

Jacob shall not now be confounded, neither shall his 
countenance now be ashamed. 

For when he seeth his children, the work of my hands 
in the midst of him, how they sanctify my name: then 
will they sanctify the Holy One of Jacob, and the God 
of Israel will they reverence. 

And they shall all be taught of Ood. 

And they that shall be of thee shall build the old 
waste places: thou shalt raise up the foundations of 
many generations; and thou shalt be called, The repairer 
of the breach, The restorer of paths to dwell in. 

Fear not: for I am with thee: I will bring thy seed 
from the east, and gather thee from the west; 

I will say to the north: Give up: and to the south: 
Keep not back : bring my sons from afar, and my daugh- 
ters from the ends of the earth; 

Even every one that is called by my name : for I have 
created him for my glory. 

This people have I formed for myself; they shall shew 
forth my praise. 

I will put my laws into their mind, and write them 
in their hearts: and I will be to them a God, and they 
shall be to me a people. 

And they shall teach no more every man his neigh- 
bour, and every man his brother, saying : Know the Lord : 
for all shall know me from the least of them even to the 
greatest. 
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My exaltation without change or end. 
But what concerns It thee when I begin 
My everlasting Kingdom? Why art thou 
Solicitous? What moves thy inquisition? 
Know'st thou not that my rising is thy fall, 
And my promotion will be thy destruction?* 
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To whom the Tempter, inly racked, replied : — 

"Let that come when it comes. All hope is lost 

Of my reception into grace; what worse? 

For where no hope is left is left no fear. 

If there be worse, the expectation more 

Of worse torments me than the feeling can. 

I would be at the worst; worst is my port, 

My harbour, and my ultimate repose. 

The end I would attain, my final good. 

My error was my error, and my crime 

My crime; whatever, for itself condemned. 

And will alike be punished, whether thou 

Reign or reign not — ^though to that gentle brow 

Willingly I could fly, and hope thy reign. 

From that placid aspect and meek regard, 

Rather than aggravate my evil state, 

Would stand between me and thy Father's ire 

(Whose ire I dread more than the fire of Hell) 

A shelter and a kind of shading cool 

Interposition, as a summer's cloud. 

If I, then, to the worst that can be haste, 

Why move thy feet so slow to what is best? 

Happiest, both to thyself and all the world, 

That thou, who worthiest art, shouldst be their King! 

Perhaps thou linger'st in deep thoughts detained 

Of the enterprise so hazardous and high! 

No wonder; for, though in thee be united 

What of perfection can in Man be found. 

Or human nature can receive, consider 

Thy life hath yet been private, most part spent 

At home, scarce viewed the Galilean towns. 

And once a year Jerusalem, few days' 

Short sojourn; and what thence couldst thou observe? 

The world thou hast not seen, much less her glory, 

Empires, and monarchs, and their radiant courts — 

Best school of best experience, quickest insight 

In all things that to greatest actions lead. 

The wisest, unexperienced, will be ever 

Timorous, and loth, with novice modesty 

Irresolute, unhardy, unadventurous. 

But I will bring thee where thou soon sbalt quit 

Those rudiments, and see before thine eyes 

The monarchies of the Earth, their pomp and state — 

Sufficient Introduction to inform 

Thee, of thyself so apt, in regal arts, 
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And they shall build houses, and inhabit them; and 
they shall plant vineyards, and eat the fruits of them. 

Every man shall sit under his vine, and under his fig 
tree, and there shall be none to make them afraid. 

They shall not build, and another inhabit; they shall 
not plant, and another eat: for as the days of a tree, so 
shall be the days of my people. 

And mine elect shall long enjoy the work of their 
hands. 

They shall not labour in vain, nor bring forth for 
trouble; for they are the seed of the blessed of the Lord, 
and their offspring with them. 

And out of them shall proceed thanksgiving and the 
voice of them that make merry : and I will multiply them, 
and they shall not be few; I will also glorify them, and 
they shall not be small. 

All thy children shall be taught of the Lord; and 
great shall be the peace of thy children. 

In righteousness shalt thou be established: thou shalt 
be far from oppression ; for thou shalt not fear : and from 
terror; for it shall not come near thee. 

For ye shall not go out with haste, nor go by flight : 
for the Lord will go before you; and the God of Israel 
will be your rereward. 

Ye shall go out with joy, and be led forth with peace : 
the mountains and the hills shall break forth before you 
into singing, and all the trees of the field shall clap their 
hands. 

And the desolate land shall be tilled, whereas it lay 
desolate in the sight of all that passed by. 
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And regal mysteries; that thou may'st know 
How best their opposition to withstand.'* 

With that (snch power was given him then), he took 
The Son of God up to a mountain high. 
It was a mountain at whose verdant feet 
A spacious plain outstretched in circuit wide 
Lay pleasant; from his side two rivers flowed. 
The one winding, the other. straight, and left between 
Fair champaign, with less rivers intervelned. 
Then meeting joined their tribute to the sea. 
Fertil of com the glebe, of oil, and wine; 
With herds the pasture thronged, with flocks the hills ; 
Huge cities and high-towered, that well mi^t seem 
The seats of mightiest monarchs; and so large 
The prospect was that here and there was room 
For barren desert, fountalnless and dry. 

To this high mountain-top the Tempter brought 

Our Saviour, and new train of words began: — 

"Well have we speeded, and o'er hill and dale. 

Forest, and field, and flood, temples and towers. 

Cot shorter many a league. Here thou behold'st 

Assyria, and her empire's ancient bounds, 

Araxes and the Caspian lake; thence on 

As far as Indus east, Euphrates west, 

And oft beyond; to south the Persian bay, 

And, inaccessible, the Arabian drouth: 

Here, Nineveh, of length within her wall 

Several days' journey, built by Ninus old. 

Of that first golden monarchy the seat, 

And seat of Salmanassar, whose success 

Israel in long captivity still mourns; 

There Babylon, the wonder of all tongues. 

As ancient, but rebuilt by him who twice 

Judah and all thy father David's house 

Led captive, and Jerusalem laid waste. 

Till Cyrus set them free; Persepolls, 

His dty, there thou seest, and Bactra there; 

Ecbatana her structure vast there shews. 

And Hecatompylos her hundred gates; 

There Susa by Choaspes, amber stream. 

The drink of none but kings; of later fame. 

Built by ESmathian or by Parthian hands, 

The great Seleuda, Nisibis, and there 

Artaxata, Teredon, Ctesiphon, 

Turning with easy eye, thou may'st behold. 

All these the Parthian (now some ages past 

By great Arsaces led, who founded first 

That empire) under his dominion holds, 

BYom the luxurious kings of Antioch won. 

And just in time thou com'st to have a view 

Of his great power ; for now the Parthian king 
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And they shall say^ This land that was desolate is 
become like the garden of Eden; and the waste and 
desolate and rained cities are become fenced, and are in- 
habited. 

So shall the ruined cities be full of flocks of men. 

And I will make them one nation in the land on the 
mountains of Israel, and one king shall be king over 
them all. 

Unto me every knee shall bow, every tongue shall 
swear. 

At that day shall a man look to his Maker, and his 
eyes shall have respect to the Holy One of Israel : 

Gk)d himself that formed the earth and made it; he 
hath established it, he created it not in vain, he formed 
it to be inhabited: 

Even to him shall men come. 

My cities through prosperity shall yet be spread 
abroad. 

My cities shall yet flow with good things. 

Behold, I have graven thee upon the palms of my 
hands; thy walls are continually before me. 

I will lay thy stones with fair colors, and lay thy 
foundations with sapphires. 

And I will make thy windows of agates, and thy gates 
of carbuncles, and all thy borders of pleasant stones. 

Open ye the gates, that the righteous nation which 
keepeth the truth may enter in. 

Thy gates shall be open continually; they shall not 
be shut day nor night. 
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In Cteslphon hath gathered all his host 
Against the Scythian, whose incursions wild 
Have wasted Sogdlana; to her aid 
He marches now in haste. See, though from far, 
His thousands, in what martial equipage 
They issue forth, steel hows and shafts their arms. 
Of equal dread in flight or in pursuit — 
All horsemen, in which fight they most excel; 
- See how in warlike muster they appear. 
In rhomhs, and wedges, and half-moons, and wings." 

He looked, and saw what numbers numberless 

The city gates outpoured, light-arm^ troops 

In coats of mail and military pride. 

In mail their horses dad, yet fleet and strong, 

Praundng their riders bore, the flower and choice 

Of many provinces from bound to bound. 

He saw them in their forms of battle ranged. 

How quick they wheeled, and flying behind them shot 

Sharp sleet of arrowy showers against the face 

Of their pursuers, and overcame by flight; 

The fleld all iron cast a gleaming brown. 

Nor wanted clouds of foot, nor, on each horn,* 

Cuirassiers all in steel for standing flght, 

Chariots, or elephants indorsed with towers 

Of archers; nor of labouring pioneers 

A multitude, with spades and axes armed. 

To lay hills plain, fell woods, or valleys fill. 

Or where plain was raise hill, or overlay 

With bridges rivers proud, as with a yoke: 

Mules after these, camels and dromedaries. 

And waggons fraught with utensils of war. 

Such and so numerous was their diivalry; 

At sight whereof the Fiend yet more presumed. 

And to our Saviour thus his words renewed : — 

'TThat thou may'st know I seek not to engage 

Thy virtue, and not every way secure 

On no slight grounds thy safety, hear and mark 

To what end I have brought thee hither, and shew 

All this fair sight Thy kingdom, though foretold 

By Prophet or by Angel, unless thou 

Endeavour, as thy father David did. 

Thou never shalt obtain: prediction still 

In all things, and all men, supposes means; 

Without means used, what it predicts revokes. 

But say thou wert possessed of David's throne 

By free consent of all, none opposite, 

Samaritan or Jew; how couldst thou hope 

Long to enjoy it quiet and secure 

Between two such enclosing enemies, 

Roman and Parthian? Therefore one of these 



The glory of Lebanon shall come unto thee, the fir, the 
cypress, and the box together, to adorn the place of my 
sanctuary, and the resting-place of my feet will I glorify. 

For brass I will bring gold, and for iron I will bring 
silver: and for wood brass, and for stones iron: and I 
will make thy yisitation peace, and thy overseers justice. 

Violence shall no more be heard in thy land, wasting 
nor destruction within thy borders; but thou shalt call 
thy walls Salvation, and thy gates Praise. 

Thou shalt no more have the sun for thy light by day, 
neither shall the brightness of the moon enlighten thee: 
but the Lord shall be unto thee for an everlasting light, 
and thy God for thy glory. 

Thy sun shall no more go down; neither shall thy 
moon withdraw itself: for the Lord shall be thine ever- 
lasting light, and the days of thy mourning shall be 
ended. 

Thy people also shall be all righteous: they shall in- 
herit the land for ever, the branch of my planting, the 
work of my hands, that I may be glorified. 

And they shall build the places that have been waste 
from of old, and shall raise up ancient ruins, and shall 
repair the desolate cities, that were destroyed for gen- 
eration and generation. 

And I will give them one heart, and one way, that 
they may fear me for ever, for the good of them, and of 
their children after them: 

I will put my fear in their hearts, that they shall not 
depart from me. 

I will be glad over them to do them good; and I will 
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Thou must make sure thy own: the Parthian first, 

By my advice, as nearer, and of late

Thy country, and captive lead away her kings, 

Antlgonus and old Hyrcanus, bound, 

Maugre the Roman. It shall be my task 

To render thee the Parthian at dispose. 

Choose which thou wilt, by conquest or by league. 

By him thou shalt regain, without him not. 

That which alone can truly reinstall thee 

In David's royal seat, his true successor — 

Deliverance of thy brethren, those Ten Tribes 

Whose offspring In his territory yet serve 

In Habor, and among the Medes dispersed: 

Ten sons of Jacob, two of Joseph, lost 

Thus long from Israel, serving, as of old 

Their fathers In the land of E^gypt served. 

This offer sets before thee to deliver. 

These If from servitude thou shalt restore 

To their Inheritance, then, nor till then. 

Thou on the throne of David In full glory. 

From Egypt to Euphrates and beyond, 

Shalt relgn, and Rome or Qesar not need fear." 

To whom our Saviour answered thus, unmoved: — 

"Much ostentation vain of fleshly arm 

And fragile arms, much Instrument of war. 

Long in preparing, soon to nothing brought. 

Before mine eyes thou hast set, and In my ear 

Vented much policy, and projects deep 

Of enemies, of aids, battles, and leagues. 

Plausible to the world, to me worth naught 

Means I must use, thou say'st; prediction else 

Will unpredlct, and fall me of the throne! 

My time, I told thee (and that time for thee 

Were better farthest off), Is not yet come. 

When that comes, think not thou to find me slack 

On my part aught endeavouring, or to need 

Thy politic maxims, or that cumbersome 

Luggage of war there shewn me — argument 

Of human weakness rather than of strength. 

My brethren, as thou calPst them, those Ten Tribes, 

I must deliver, If I mean to relgn 

David's true heir, and his full sceptre sway 

To Just extent over all Israel's sons! 

But whence to thee this zeal? Where was It then 

For Israel, or for David, or his throne. 

When thou stood'st up his tempter to the pride 

Of numbering Israel — which cost the lives 

Of threescore and ten thousand Israelites 

By three days' pestilence? Such was thy zeal 

To Israel then, the same that now to me. 

As for those captive tribes, themselves were they

plant them in this land in truth, with all my heart and 
with all my soul. 

So wiU I bring upon them all the good that I have 
promised them. 

With an everlasting love have I loved thee; therefore 
have I guided thee with loving-kindness. 

And thou shalt be called by a new name, which the 
mouth of the Lord shall name. 

And thou shalt be a crown of glory in the hand of 
the Lord, and a royal diadem in the hand of thy God. 

And as the bridegroom rejoiceth over the bride, so 
shaU thy God rejoice over thee. 

Thou shalt no more be called Forsaken : and thy land 
shall no more be called Desolate ; but thou shalt be called 
My pleasure in her, and thy land inhabited. Because the 
Lord hath been well pleased with thee. 

He shall come down like rain upon the mown grass: 
as showers that water the earth. 

He will comfort all her waste places ; and he will make 
her wilderness like Eden, and her desert like the garden 
of the Lord; joy and gladness shall be found therein, 
thanksgiving, and the voice of melody, 

I the Lord do keep it; I will water it every moment: 
lest any hurt it, I will keep it night and day. 

Fear not, O land; be glad and rejoice: for the Lord 
will do great things. 

And he shall be as the light of the morning, when 
the sun riseth, even a morning without clouds; as the 
tender grass springing out of the earth by clear shining 
after rain. 
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Who wrought their own captivity, fell off 
From God to worship calves, the deities 
Of Egypt, Baal next and Ashtaroth, 
And all ttie idolatries of heathen round. 
Besides their other worse than heathenish crimes; 
Nor in the land of their captivity 
Humbled themselves, or penitent besought 
The God of their forefathers, but so died 
Impenitent, and left a race behind 
Like to themselves, distingnisliable scarce 
From Gentiles, but by circumcision vain. 
And God with idols in their worship joined. 
Yet He at length, time to himself best known. 
Remembering Abraham, by some wondrous call 
May bring them back, repentant and sincere. 
And at their passing cleave the Assyrian flood. 
While to their native land with Joy they haste. 
As the Bed Sea and Jordan once he deft. 
When to the Promised Land their fathers passed. 
To his due time and providence I leave them." 

So spake Israel's true King, and to the Fiend 
Made answer meet, that made void all his wiles. 
So fares it when with truth falsehood contends. 

Perplexed and troubled at his bad success 
The Tempter stood, nor had what to reply. 
Discovered in his fraud, thrown from his hope 
So oft, and the persuasive rhetoric 
Ttiat sleeked his tongue, and won so much on Eve, 
So little here, nay lost But Eve was Eve; 
This far his over-match, wlio, self -deceived 
And rash, beforehand had no better weighed 
The strength he was to cope with, or his own. 
But — ^as a man who had been matchless held 
In cunning, over-reached where least he thought. 
To salve his credit, and for very spite. 
Still will be tempting him who foils him still, 
And never cease, though to his shame the more; 
Or as a swarm of flies in vintage-time, 
About the wine-press where sweet must is i)oured. 
Beat off, returns as oft with humming sound; 
Or surging waves against a solid rock, 
Though all to shivers dashed, the assault renew, 
(Vain battery!) and in froth or bubbles end — 
So Satan, whom repulse upon repulse 
Met ever, and to shameful silence brought. 
Yet gives not o'er, though desperate of success, 
And his vain importunity pursues. 

He brought our Saviour to the western side 
Of that high mountain, whence he might behold 
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And the floors shall be flUed with wheat, and the 
presses shall overflow with wine and oil. 

And ye shall eat in plenty, and be satisfled, and praise 
the name of the Lord your God, that hath dealt won- 
drously with you : and my people shall never be ashamed. 

Thine eyes shall see the king in his beauty. 

And wisdom and knowledge shall be the stability of 
thy times. 

Remember ye not the former things, neither consider 
the things of old. 

Behold I do new things, and now they shall spring 
forth, verily you shall know them: 

I will make a way in the wilderness, rivers in the 
desert. 

The mountains shall drop down sweetness, and the 
hills shall flow with milk. 

The beast of the fleld shall honour me, the dragons 
and the owls: because I give waters in the wilderness, 
and rivers in the desert, to give drink to my people, my 
chosen. 

I have healed these waters; there shall not be from 
thence any more death or barren land. 

The wilderness and the solitary place shall be glad 
for them; and the desert shall rejoice, and blossom as 
the rose.

To equal length backed with a ridge of hills

From cold Septentrion blasts; thence in the midst 

Divided by a river, off whose banks 

On each side an Imperial City stood. 

With towers and temples proudly elevate 

On seven small hills, with palaces adorned. 

Porches and theatres, baths, aqueducts, 

Statues and trophies, and triumphal arcs, 

Gardens and groves, presented to his eyes 

Above the highth of mountains interposed — 

By what strange parallax, or optic skill 

Of vision, multiplied through air, or glass 

Of telescope, were curious to enquire. 

And now the Tempter thus his silence broke: — 

"The city which thou seest no other deem 

Than great and glorious Rome, Queen of the Earth 

So far renovmed, and with the spoils enriched 

Of nations. There the Capitol thou seest. 

Above the rest lifting his stately head 

On the Tarpeian rock, her citadel 

Impregnable; and there Mount Palatine, 

The imperial palace, compalU huge, and high 

The structure, skill of noblest architects, 

With gilded battlements, conspicuous far, 

Turrets, and terraces, and glittering spires. 

Many a fair edifice besides, more like 

Houses of gods — so well I have disposed 

My aerie microscope — ^thou may'st behold. 

Outside and inside both, pillars and roofs 

Carved work, the hand of famed artificers 

In cedar, marble, ivory, or gold. 

Thence to the gates cast round thine eye, and see 

What confiux issuing forth, or entering in: 

Praetors, proconsuls to their provinces 

Hasting, or on return, in robes of state; 

Lictors and rods, the ensigns of their power; 

Legions and cohorts, turms of horse and wings; 

Or embassies from regions far remote. 

All nations now to Rome obedience pay — 

To Rome's great Emperor, whose wide domain. 

In ample territory, wealth and power, 

Civility and manners, arts and arms. 

And long renown, thou Justly may*st prefer 

Before the Parthian. These two thrones except, 

The rest are barbarous, and scarce worth the sight, 

Shared among petty kings too far removed; 

These having shewn thee, I have shewn thee all 

The kingdoms of the world, and all their glory. 

This Emperor hath no son, and now is old. 
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Lebanon, all that drink water, shall be comforted in the 
nether parts of the earth. 

Then shall all the trees of the forest sing for joy. 

Then shall the eyes of the blind be opened, and the 
ears of the deaf shall be unstopped. 

The eyes of those that see shall not be blinded again, 
and the ears of those that hear shall hearken. 

The heart also of the rash shall be attentive in order 
to know, and the tongue of the stammerers shall be ready 
to speak plainly. 

Then shall the lame leap as a hart, and the tongue of 
the dumb shall sing; for in the wilderness shall waters 
break out, and brooks in the desert. 

And the sandy waste shall be changed into a pool, 
and the thirsty land into springs of water : in the habita- 
tion of monsters, where each one used to lie, shall be a 
court for reeds and rushes. 

And an highway shall be there, and a way, and it 
shall be called The way of holiness. 

No lion shall be there, nor shall any mischievous beast 
go up by it, nor be found there : but they shall walk there 
that shall be delivered. 

I will open on naked mountain-peaks rivers, and in 
the midst of valleys fountains; I will change the wilder- 
ness into a pool of water, and the dry land into springs 
of water. 

I will place in the wilderness the cedar, the acacia, 
and the myrtle, and the oil-tre?: I will set in the desert 
the fir-tree, the pine and the box-tree together. 
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Old and lasdyioiiB, and from Rome retired 

To GapreflB^ an island small bat strong 

On the Gampanian shore, with purpose there 

His horrid lusts in private to enjoy; 

Committing to a wicked fayourite 

All public cares, and yet of him suspicious; 

Hated of all, and hating. With what ease^ 

Endued with regal ylrtues as thou art, 

Appearing, and beginning noble deeds, 

Might'st thou expel this monster from his tiuxme. 

Now made a sty, and, in his place ascending, 

A Tlctor-people free from senile yoke! 

And with my help thou may'st; to me the power 

Is giTen, and by that right I gire it thee. 

Aim, therefore, at no less than all the world; 

Aim at the highest; without the highest attained. 

Will be for thee no sitting, or not long. 

On David's throne, be prophesied what wilL" 

To whom the Son of God, unmoved, replied: — 

"Nor doth this grandeur and majestic shew 

Of luxury, though called magnificence, 

More than of arms before, allure mine eye. 

Much less my mind ; though thou should'st add to tell 

Their sumptuous gluttonies, and gorgeous feasts 

On citron tables or Atlantic stone 

(For I have also heard, perhaps have read). 

Their wines of Setia, Cales, and Faleme, 

Chios and Crete, and how they quaif in gold. 

Crystal, and myrrhine cups, imbossed with gems 

And studs of pearl — ^to me should'st tell, who thirst 

And hunger still. Then embassies thou shew'st 

From nations far and nigh! What honour that, 

But tedious waste of time, to sit and hear 

So many hollow compliments and lies, 

Outlandish flatteries? Then proceed'st to talk 

Of the Emperor, how easily subdued. 

How gloriously. I shall, thou say'st, expel 

A brutish monster: what if I withal 

Expel a Devil who first made him such? 

Know, therefore, when my season comes to sit 

On David's throne, it shall be like a tree 

Spreading and overshadowing all the earth. 

Or as a stone that shall to pieces dash 

All monarchies besides throughout the world; 

And of my Kingdom there shall be no end. 

Means there shall be to this ; but what the means 

Is not for thee to know, nor me to telL" 

To whom the Tempter, impudent, replied: — 
''I see all offers made by me how slight 
Thou vainest, because offered, and reject'st 
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Then shall the trees of the forest sing joyfully at the 
presence of the Lord. 

Every valley shall be raised, and every mountain and 
hill shall be made low; and the crooked shall be made a 
straight path, and the rough places a plain: 

And the glory of the Lord shall be revealed, and all 
flesh shall see it together. 

For I will pour water upon him that is thirsty, and 
floods upon the dry ground: I will pour my spirit upon 
thy seed, and my blessing upon thine offspring: 

And they shall spring up among the herbs, as willows 
beside the running waters.

Long since. Wert thou so void of fear or shame 

As offer them to me, the Son of €k>d — 

To me my own, on such abhorrM pact, 

That I fall down and worship thee as GU>d? 

Get thee behind me! Plain thou now appear'st 

That Evil One, Satan for ever damned." 

To whom the Fiend, with fear abashed, replied: — 
"Be not so sore offended. Son of God — 
Though Sons of God both Angels are and Men — 
If I, to try whether in higher sort 
Than these thou bear'st that title, have proposed 
What both from Men and Angels I receive, 
Tetrarchs of Fire, Air, Flood, and on the Earth 
Nations besides from all the quartered winds — 
GU>d of this World invoked, and World beneath. 
Who then thou art, whose coming is foretold 
To me most fatal, me it most concerns. 
The trial hath indamaged thee no way,

the serpent's meat. They shall not hurt nor destroy in 
all my holy mountain. 

And my elect shall inherit it, and my servants shall 
dwell there.

Thou shalt weep no more: he will be very gracious 
unto thee at the voice of thy cry; when he shall hear it, 
he will answer thee.

Behold, I make all things new. 

And my people shall sit in the beauty of peace, and 
in the tabernacles of confidence, and in wealthy rest. 

Truth shall spring out of the earth ; and righteousness 
shall look down from heaven.

Therefore let pass, as they are transitory,

Advise thee; gain them as thou canst, or not 

And thou thyself seem'st otherwise inclined 

Than to a worldly crown, addicted more 

To contemplation and profound dispute; 

As by that early action may be judged, 

When, slipping from thy mother's eye, thou went* st 

Alone into the Temple, there wast found 

Among the gravest Rabbles, disputant 

On points and questions fitting Moses' chair. 

Teaching, not taught The childhood shews the man, 

As morning shews the day. Be famous, then. 

By wisdom; as thy empire must extend. 

So let extend thy mind o'er all the world 

In knowledge; all things in it comprehend. 

All knowledge is not couched in Moses' law. 

The Pentateuch, or what the Prophets wrote ; 

The Gentiles also know, and write^ and teach 

To admiration, led by Nature's light; 

And with the Gentiles much thou must converse. 

Ruling them by persuasion, as thou mean'st 

Without their learning, how wUt thou with them, 

Or they with thee, hold conversation meet? 

How wilt thou reason with them, how refute

To Macedon and Artaxerxes' throne. 

To sage Philosophy next lend thine ear, 

From heaven descended to the low-roofed house 

Of Socrates — see there his tenement — 

Whom, well inspired, the Oracle pronoimoed 

Wisest of men; from whose mouth issued forth 

Mellifluous streams, that watered all the schools 

Of Academics old and new, with those 

Sumamed Peripatetics, and the sect 

Epicurean, and the Stoic severe.
